Tb<  *e  who  have  much,  or  even  Utile 
experience,  in  crossing  the  Atlantic, 
must  have  notiri*!  the  moral  oolor- 
blimlnesa  which  afflicts  some  people 
when  the  matter  of  paying  the  duty, 
owing  hi  the  government,  ootnes  up. 
Thuee  who  are  fresh  from  the  lavish 
expenditure  of  hundreds  and  thou- 
nan.!**,  and  have  more  than  enough  to 
continue  s]  lending  in  the  same  man 
ner,  will  not  hesitate  to  break  nearly 
every  commandment  in  the  decalogue 
in  order  to  swindle  the  United  States 
out  of  a  few  dollars. 

The  most  astonishing  thing  about 
it  is,  that  it  is  not  the  roughs  and  the 
toughs,  the  ungodly  and  the  aban 
done*!,  who  devote  their  days  and 
nights  to  inventing  lies  and  deceit 
but  the  highly  respectable  heads  of 
families,  young  ladies  who  look  shocked 
if  they  hear  the  word  “damn,”  good 
young  men  who  descant  upon  the  im 
morality  of  the  stage  and  sinfulness  of 
play-goipg,  the  austere  prohibitionists 
who  condemn  even  a  little  wine  for 
the  stomach’s  sake,  the  deacons,  the 
elders,  the  college  professors,  and  even 
occasionally  (very  occasionally  to  their 
credit  be  it  said)  the  clergymen  be 
come  so  infatuated  over  the  fascinating 
game  of  beating  the  government,  that 
they  seem  to  .become  blind  to  enrery 
sort  of  moral  Obligation. 

Lying  and  stealing  and  coveting  and 
bearing  false  witness  and  taking  the 
name  of  God  in  vain,  are  engaged  in 
with  a  sort  of  feverish  delight.  Wine- 
drinking  and  poker,  hurpe  racing  and 
gambling,  Lave  no  charms  for  these 
people,  and  their  temptations  glide 
off  their  well  oiled  characters  withckit 
the  least  power  of  penetration.  But 
the  fascination  of  smuggling  perfo¬ 
rates  their  robes  of  righteousness  like 
concentr  ated  acid,  and  lo,  at  once  they 
are  as  far  beyond  control  and  as  deaf 
to  argument,  as  the  erewliile  smooth 
and  docile  feline  to  whose  nose  a  drop 
of  turpentine  has  been  skillfully  ap

How  beside  himself  must  the  man 
be  who  describes  as  his  wearing  ap 
parel  and  his  own  personal  effects, 
silk  stockings  a  yard  long,  kid  gloves

guests  descended  to  the  meeting  room 
of  the  Association  and  part<x>k  of 
luncheon  prepared  by  the  ladies  of  the 
Woman’s  Auxiliary. 


Township  Committee. 

There  was  an  unusual  press  of  business 
demanding  the  attention  of  the  T own  Com¬ 
mittee,  Wednesday  evening.  All  the 
Board  were  present  with  the  exception  of 
an  apparently  nominal  member. 

Every  tspare  chair  in  the  Committee 
room  was  occupied  by  citizen^  who  had 
come  with  claims,  petitions,  and  griev- 
ances,  to  which  they  wished  to  direct  the 
attention  of  the  Committee.  Conspicuous 
among  the  throng  were  contractors  Mc¬ 
Dowell  and  Callahan,  who  devote  tin 
energies  to  construction  of  roads  and  side¬ 
walks.  They  were  seeking  a  reward  for 
their  labors. 

Lawyer  Edward  Ohkes  was  present  to 
look  after  a  tax  apportionment  case  in  the 
interest  of  his  clients. 

Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Samuel 
Baxter,  was  anxious  to  huve  the  Commit¬ 
tee  direct  its  attention  to  the  Conger 
street  ditch,  and  other  matters  affecting 
the  public  health. 

The  Committee,  however,  were  so  ab¬ 
sorbed  that  the  clerk  departed  to  await 
more  favorable  opportunity.
